gust «11, by relays of British warships, 
five in number, and that she had not 
been permitted to sail 
unaccompanied 
until the war zone had been left behind. 
Several passengers said the periscope of 
à submarine had been seen, but officers 
ôf 'thâ Cymric declined to discuss this 
aSsertibn. 


1 Took Same Course as Arabic, 
' The Cymric took virtual!) the same 
còtìrèe as the Arabic which also flew 
t ^ White f^tar flag on the lattérs last 
westward trip which 
ended 
Thursday 
mòrning with her destruction by a (xor- 
man submarine off the southern coast 
of Ireland. 


J^he Cymric carried 189 
passengers, 
of'"'#hom 105 were in 
the 
steerage. 
From the time of casting off till the 
war zone \vas cleared, the passengers 
said, the Cymric soiled in momentary 
readiness for a death blow. When the 
Bteamer left her dock the high flagpole 
recently erected at the mouth of the 
Mersey where all outgoing vessels could 
not fail to see it, displayed the warn- 
fcg^that 
Oermau submarines were lurk- 
ing in iiearby waters. 
This warning, 
the passengers said, was in the form of 
a big black ball hoisted at the top of 
the pole. 


Signal of Danger. 


It had been agreed among ship own- 
ers' at Liverpool, it was said, that the 
black ball was to be the signal of dan- 
ger when the admiralty's warning of 
nearby submarines came to port 
too 
îàtè to Avarn outgoing vessels by mes- 
senger or telephone.

ous one and farmers are compelled to 
take great precautions, in order that 
the flames do not spread farther than 
the fields. 


Some hope was still being: harbored 
by the farmers that part of the crop 
could be saved, but the rains of Fridiy 
afternoon and night hag made this one 
hope become extinct. 
So in order that 
they may, be able to cultivate the ground 
properly they will be compelled to ¿ée 
their oAvn harvest fields swept by fire 
placed there by their own hands. ' 
Friday's Rain Completes Ruin. 


Farmers state that although nearly 
one-half of the grain was shelled out 
before the rain Friday, nevertheless »he 
straw-itself stood up fairly well so that 
it coiild be caught by the binder, but 
the last down pour has rolled the fields 
-»flat so that it will be impossible to 
catch any of it. 
Besides the rain has 
threshed oiit nearly half the grain that 
still remained in the heads and it would 
not be worth the labor and expense to 
cut it. 


The only benefit they will derive from 
the crop will -be to run the hogs into 
the fields after it has been burned off 
and let them gather up the grain which 
lies on the ground.

For instance here is a sample of the 
pabulum offered for the nourishment of correct sentiments in the 
bosoms of non-prohibition booze-swatters. It is abstracted from one 
of'the serial advertisements carried in an Indiana newspaper a few 
dâys ago and thus illuminates: 


Prohibition boasts today of the territory it has conquered 
and yet the shrewd leaders of the movement realize only too 
well that with the assistance of none but the prohibitionists 
their gains would have been impossible. In other words, prohi- 
bition is not getting its main support from those who condemn 
liquors and their use, but from persons who object to certain 
féatures coimected with the dispensing of li(|uors and who, in 
the absence of any other remedy turn to prohibition, 
* * * 
First, there is the man who is disgusted with law violations by 
some engaged in the liquor trade. Then there is tiie man who 
' objects to the saloon in politics, but who probably does not 
realize that the saloon is not in polities of its own choice. 


Some of this and all of it may be true and the misguided friends 
of the liquor traffic who vote "dry" perhaps do not know what they 
are about. However, taking Fort "Wayne as a fair instance from a 
time almost immemorial, and considering that until very recently 
the saloons conducted their business as they pleased twenty-four 
hours a day, seven days a week 
the year 
round and 
quit 
^that only when they were made to quit it, and further considering 
it the business has been vastly overdone and for the matter of 
'jtl&t is yet, and then in its order taking up consideration that the 
^^ coiifolidated liquor business of this city has always been in politics 
Bà' a concordant and aggressive element, bent on ruling and having 
its'.^ay because it was determined to protect and continue its law- 
jlèià'^iînintiiiities, and you may find reasons for the faith that is in 
Boine of these thousands of anti-prohibitionists who are going to 
- vote "dry" but will hate awfully to do it. It is a fact, however, that 
there are heavy percentages of "drys" here, there and everywhere 
who have nothing against the liquor traffic except the evils of it, 
which in the main consist of spending good money for drink and 
then drinking it. 
Aside from its close connection with the drink 
habit, drunkenness, poverty, crime, immorality and a colossal eco- 
nomic waste there isn't so very much that can be said that is deroga- 
toiy to the character of the benevolent rum power. 


The same advertisement already quoted from says in.conclu- 
|ion, "Remove the cause of their (the non-prohibition "dry" foi- 
loS^s) complaint and the prohibition movement will decline." That 
may be true and it is worth trying. A good start could be had here 
by putting out of business all the saloons that pander to and pro- 
vide accommodations for the patronage of women and a mingling of 
the sexes. A second good jump could be taken by reducing the 
number of saloons to the Proctor law maximum. A humdinger of 
a hit could be made by strict observance of the laws relating to the 
sale of drink to habitual drunkards, intoxicated men and minors. 
Let some of these causes of incontinent prejudice be removed by the 
liquor interests, not necessarily as founding a precedent, but merely 
a» a guarantee of good faith and a pledge that the advertisements 
w-e sincere.

That was proved to the people of parts of St. Louis and its 
siibiirbs yesterday, just as it was proved to us here in Port Wayne 
two years ago, and just as it in all probability will be proved here 
again. The flood of March, 1913, was big enough to inflict great 
ppoi)erty damage over wide areas of this city and ta bring loss and 
iniiferiiig to thousands of people who were driven from their homes 
Vy the risen waters. The whole city in various ways felt the hand 
of ldisaster: That flood was mighty enough to strjke everybody with 


t i a r m and many with terror. It, indicated the destructive possibili- 
ties of floods in this city with its eighteen miles of river frontage. 
All'but two of the ten wards of the city are cleaved or bordered by 
ihevrivers and each of these eight is exposed to damage. The pres- 
ent seaso'n, with its abnormal variety^of weather may yet see a repe- 
tition of the 1913 flood. Against that we can be Warded only by the 
: .providence of God. But given a year or two of unwasted immunity 
iort Wayne can place barriers against .widespread disaster hi'

of Monday with Charles E. Jerningham, 
a writer on: English society, contains or

to be expected in England after the 
war. 
Englisli "society''' is founded on 
wealth, mainly on wealth in land, which 
till the rise of so many new rich, was 
felt to be the only really "respectable' 
form of investment. 
It gave a man "a 
phico in the country" and the county. 
Indi-ed, there was once a tradition among 
the patricians of the straitest sect that 
it was not "respectable" to be possessed 
of much personal property. 
Land was 
the source of honor. The diminished yield 
the burden of the inheritance and in- 
come taxes, were already pressing hard 
on the great land holding class, many of 
Ihom the heirs of embarrassed estates. 
Now comes the intolerable financial bur- 
den of a war whose end no man can 
foresee. 
Mr. Jerningham predicts the 
dissipation of the great fortunes 
of 
"society" and the breaking down, of 
social barriers. 


liut fortunes will be made as well as 
lost. 
There will be successors to the 
ennobled nabobs of the eighteenth cen- 
tury and the manufacturers, 
bankers 
and 
brewers, of 
the nineteenth and 
twentieth. 
To pass the land 
system 
over to plutocrats, from "blood" to the 
hank book, would be loss rather than 
gain. Land reforms, the breaking up of 
great estates, the restoration, if it be 
"possible, of the yeoman class, the ele- 
vation of the agricultural laborer, in 
short, the gradual undoing of a long 
series of oppressions and encroachments, 
from the dissolution of the monasteries 
and the inclosure of commons; thb is 
the indispensable necessity of England. 


England is full of a pitiful poverty 
such as is not to be found in Germany. 
Irom her most formidable foe she has 
to learn economic, even more than mili- 
tary, lessons. 
The evils 
of 
squalor, 
shiftlessness, 
dnmkenness, 
wretched 
wages and lodgings, and of the physical 
condition of too many of her popula- 
tion, must be abated. The war Í»as in- 
ieirupted the progress of economic legis- 
lation for the benefit of the majority. 
A\ho can doubt that the remedial work 
v/iil be continued and enlarged when 
the reconstruction of industry is tak- 
en? 
The added efficiency of the nation 
will be more than a compensation for 
the money that will have to be spent, 
fruitfully spent, in addition 
to 
the 
monstrous waste of the war. 


The English aristocracy is nobly and 
memorably doing its part in the field. 
Noblesse oblige. But the English democ- 
racy, conscious of itself, conscious of 
its too paltry share in the prosperities 
it helps to create, of its great, though 
bscuro share in fighting or falling for 
the country, is not likely to be duped 
by sontiiDentalities. 
We can even im- 
agine iui Kngland without game laws— 
from tlio viewpoint of the grandees the 
lui of tlie world.

America's most picturesque soldier— 
Brig. Gen. Hugh L. Scott, who has gone 
into Jle.vico in an effort to settle things 
down there. 


Those who know General Scott look 
for results, for he has the ability of 
making those who come in contact with 
him believe him—believe that when he 
says he'll help them all he can as 
a 
friend that he will, and that when he 
i^ays he'll thrash them if they don't be- 
have—that he'll do that, too. 


As chief of staff of the United States 
army he treats with people in the same 
frank, open-handed way he did when as 
a "cub" lieutenant he Avent west to 
fight the Indians. 
\^Tien it is needed, 
though, he can fight just a little bit 
harder than the next man, even though 
ho is the son of a minister. 


Scott was born in Danville, Ky., Sep- 
tember 22, 1853. 
His father was tlie 
Kev. William M. Scott, known and loved 
througliout his parish for his strength 
of character, while his mother wa.s a 
great-granddaughter of Benjamin Frank- 
lin. 
' 


A graduate of West Point, he joined 
the, army in 1870, going to Dakota as 
a lieutenant in the Ninth cavalry. 


As "new man" at the fort the most 
disagreeable work was assigned to him 
and for many a weary nicmth his duty 
consisted of 
guarding 
cattle 
trails 
llirough the Comanche reservation and 
r(grj]ating "sooners" 
on 
the 
public 
lands. 


This work brought him into daily 
contact with almost every type of In- 
dian, and Scott made good use of his 
opportunities to learn the "redman." 
This training led to his becoming one 
of Uncle Sam's greatest Indian fight- 
ers and also peacemakers later on. 


Scott became a past master of Indi- 
an customs and tongues, including the 
intertribal sign language by which the 
various tribes managed to communicate 
with one another. 
lie came to 
be 
known to the Indians as "Mole Tequop," 
meaning the man who talks with his 
ha'jidfe, 


A."» a fighter Scott distinguished him- 
£clf in the Siou.x expedition,, the Nez 
I'orcfc and the Camp Robinson and Chey- 
enne expeditions against the redskins. 


He was married to Miss Mary Mer- 
rill in .itme, 1880, and from then on to 
1891 Was engaged in routine duty prin- 
cipally with the Indians of the plaJn<s. 


At the time of the Ghost Dance dis- 
turbances in 185)1 Scott, who had been 
made a captain, was given the diflicult 
job of pacifying the Indians and in- 
ducing them to settle 
doA\;n. 
Going 
among the Indians, he consulted with 
tliem over their own campfires, and in 
a short lime had quieted-the rebellious 
redskins. 
For this the war department 
gave him an "honorable mention" in the 
report and sent him a letter of appre- 
ciation. 


l or the np.vt five years Scott 
com- 
manded a troop composed entirely of 
Indians — Kiowas, 
Comanchea 
and 
Apaches. 
For a time he was also in 
charge of old Geronimo's band of braves. 


The war department meanwhile was 


keeping its eye on this officer who lived 
with the redskins on the 
plains aind 
could handle them better than any oth 
er white man in the region. 


And so, in 1907, when it begain to 
look as if all the Indians in the Four 
Coiners country were going to hit the 
war path, the department sent a hurry- 
up call to Colonel Scott, and he was 
sint post haste to the scene 
of the 
threatened outbreak. 


The message from Washington found 
Scott arrayed in dress uniform, heavy 
with gold lace, which he had donned 
for dress parade, but in a few mi'nutes 
he was headed for Arizona and the scat 
of trouble. 


He did not have a minute to lose, for 
^vhen about fifty miles from the Indi- 
ans' camp, he got word that the sav- 
ages had fixed the time of their attack 
on the whites. Only quick action could 
now avert a massa<>re. 
Scott was the 
main for the job. 
With relays of horses 
he covered the fifty miles in less than 
a day, but his escort was imable to 
stand the pace, and Scott entered the 
^ndians' camp alone. 


"\Mth scowls and war paint on their 
faces the Indians met him, but after an 
all night "pow wow" they admitted the 
error of their ways and the "pipe of 
peace" was brought oxit and lighted. 


Tn 1897 Scott was detailed to Avrite 
a book on the sign language of the Indi- 
.ins for the Smithsonian institute. 


I'rom 18!)8 to 1003 he served in Cuba, 
returning as an adjutant general, only 
to be sent to the Philippines as gover- 
nor of the Sulu islands and commander 
of the military post at Jolo. 
On this 
job he acted as guardian of the trouble- 
sonic sultan of Jolo. He also abolished 
f-[averv and the slave trade in the Sulu 
archipelago. 


Keturning to this country in lilOfi 
he was made superintendent and coni- 
maiKlant of the military academy at 
^Vest Point, retaining that position un- 
til inio.

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New Undersea Admiral of 
United States Navy a 
Horse for Work. 


Kcw York, 
Aug. 
21.—The 
feeling 
omong naval officers the world over 
that the submarine must now have a 
tremendously increased share in naval 
warfare has been shown in the ranks 
of the United States navy, in the readi- 
ness of Capt. Albert Weston Grant to 
ctep from the quarter deck of'the super- 
dreadnought Texas, one of the 
finest 
above water Avar vessels in the world, 
to the conning tower of a submarine. Of 
course. Captain Grant did more than 
that, becaiise he is in supreme 
com- 
mand of the submarine flotilla of the 
navy; but when it is recalled that np 
to a-year ago naval offi.cers generally 
vied with each other in seeking com- 
mand of the imposing dreadnoughts, the 
fact remains that men of the service 
must foresee the vast possibilities of 
the submarine, if one of Captain Grant's 
character will leave the Texas for the 
undersea flotilla. 


Secretary Daniels set about to find 
a man qualified to bring 
the United 
States submarine to the highest stand- 
ard of construction and effijciency and 
to do it quickest. The combination was 
found in Captain Grant, who has a pe- 
culiar genius for mechanics in general, 
electrical mechanics in particular, and 
torpedo work, and is kno-wn through- 
out the navy as the "greatest horse for 
work" in it. 


Worked All Day and AU Night. 


"Just as an illustration, and a mild 
one, of Grant's endurance," said an of- 
ficer, "I recall an incident 
in 
Rome. 
Grant was chief of staff to Admiral 
Sperry on the trip of the fleet around 
the world and whenever we reached an 
important port his duties were many 
and various. 
On this occasion he had 
worked virtually all day and all night, 
and on the second day in Rome he ba<l 
stood for an hour and a half in full 
dress vaiform before the king of Italy, 
filong with the rest of us, with the per- 
spiration rolling off his face in streams 
for it was excessivelj' warm. This recep- 
tion was followed by a dinner and other 
festivities which tires us all out. 
As 
soon as we could, the bulk of us pre- 
pared to return to the ship, but Grant 
calmly announced that he had been too 
busy up to that time to go' sightseeing, 
and intended to have a look at the town 
before retiring."

Secre- 
tary Daniels has given Captain Grant 
an «pportimity to develop to the high- 
est possible state of efficiency his many 
valuable qualifications for the post. In 
addition to these qualifications. Cap- 
lain Grant has a fondness for detail 
and for organization, more than ordi- 
nary executive ability, and is known as 
a model disciplinarian. 
^^Tiile his rec- 
ord in the latter particular shows him 
to be a man of firmness in his decisions, 
he knows hotw to temper justice with 
mercy, "has a heart as big as a bar- 
rel," as one of his colleagues put it, 
is considerate of his subordinates, but 
expects them to do their work.

A num- 
bi-r of vessels of this rype are complet- 
ed each year, and Captain Grant is de- 
termined to see to it that none

them shall be tied up to a dock for 
iack of an efficient crew. At the sam< 
time he is directing the submarine work

the progress there.

Montpelier, Ind,, Aug. 21.—The theory 
that Dena Baker, the 9-year-old girl 
wlio died here Wednesday from poison- 
ing, did not commit suicide was vir- 
tually refuted by the testimony of Elsie 
McPherson Cook, 10 years old, who de- 
clared that she and Dena had entered 
into a pact to kill themselves because 
of mistreatment by their stepmothers. 
The Cook girl is a niece of Dena Baker 
by marriage. 


As she looked for the last time on 
the face of her little playmate, who had 
carried out her part of the death agree- 
ment, the Cook girl, between sobs, told 
her pathetic story, 


"We both had made up our minds to 
take carbolic acid," she said. "We never 
had a chance at home. Our stepmothers 
were mean to us and we were not al- 
lowed to play like other children. Dena 
and I had been playing together the day 
before she died and she told W then her 
stepmother had beaten her on the legs. 
She said she would take poison if I did 
and I told her I would. She said there 
wfjH some acid at homo, 
I lost my 
nerve." 


Could Tell No More. 


At this point in her story the child's 
voice choked Avith sobs and she was led 
nway"^from the casket. 
The funeral of 
the Baker girl was held yesterday. 


Elsie Cook is a daughter by a former 
marriage of Hugh Cook, whose wife is a 
sister of Dena Baker. The Cook girl was 
watched closely yesterday to prevent a 
possible attempt to carry out her part 
of the death pact. 


Mrs. Charles Hiatt. of Westfield. Ind., 
the 
mother 
of 
Dena 
Baker, and a 
brother, Darius Baker, of Indianapolis, 
attende^ the funeral. 


Coroner C. F. Rutledge has completed 
his investigation of the girl's death, hav- 
ing heard testimony of a number of 
neighbors, who asserted that the child 
had been mistreated by her stepmother, 
]Mrs. A, C. Baker, wife of a grocer here. 
The coroner probably will not render his 
verdict until next week, but it is be- 
lieved, in view of the Cook girl's story, 
that he will decide the Baker girl killed 
herself. 
An examination of the I)ody 
showed that carbolic acid caused deatli, 
and it was not found necessary to send 
the stomach to a chemist. 


Welts Found on Body. 


The girl's death attracted 
attention 
because of the victim's tender age and 
the stories told by neighbors of abuse 
of the girl. 
When the body was ex-- 
amined large welts were found on the 
arms, legs and hands. 


The stepmother of the girl was for- 
merly Emma Brown. 
She lived near 
Carmel, in Hamilton coimty, and was 
f rst married twenty years ago to A. G. 
Gardner, a Sheridan barber, who is now 
living at Fort Wayne. 
They had two 
daughters and Avhen the girls Avere 4 
and 6 years old. respectiA'ely, the par- 
ents separated. 
Later the Avoman re- 
tnrned to Hamilton rnnnty. 
She after- 
Avard AA-ent to Indianapolis, Avhere she 
Avas fi nurse. 
When siie returned to 
Hamilton 
county 
she married A. C. 
Baker, then a school teacher at Wcst- 
ii?lfl, and soon afterAvard tliey moved to 
i.ioiitpelier. 
The tAVo da\ighters by the 
former marriage are Miss FairA' Gard- 
ner. of Muncie. and Miss Mae Gardner, 
living at Fort Wayne Avith her father.

It Avould enable 
the Turks, 
backed 
by 
strong 
German reinforcements, 
to 
put UP an even more stubborn 
resist- 
ance to the storming of 
the 
Darda- 
nelles and 
perhaps 
even 
indefinitely 
block 
the 
allies' attempt 
to 
break 
through and release Russian wheat. 


Their collier traffic practically stop- 
ped b-^ the operations of the Russian 
fleet in the Black Sea, the Turks also 
are short of coal. 
The predicted Ger- 
man drive would also relieve this con- 
dition by permitting the Turks to tap 
German mines. 


Then, with Turkish territory in Asia 
open before them 
th.-i 
German 
drive 
could easily be continued, to result in 
the seizure of the Suez canal, the high- 
ly important gateway to the east. 


This would seriously hurt the allies 
by cutting off the direct transportation 
of wheat and cotton from India, and 
coal from the far east. 


The moral effect of a German" seizure 
of the Suez canal might result in an 
uprising of native troops in Egypt, a 
thing which Germany has tried to ac- 
complish since the beginning the 
Avar. 


Germany's and Austria's 
concentra- 
tion of trooPS on the Balkan frontiers, 
attacks on Serbian position which indi- 
cate the opening 
of 
new 
campaigns 
against the Serbs and the present tense 
situation throughotit the Balkan states 
indicates that 
the 
new German drive 
may start at any moment now. 


The German drive would of necessity 
be through either Siberia, Roumania or 
both and then down through Bulgaria. 


Thus the news of Turkey's surrend- 
er to Bulgaria of a stretch of territory 
and a vitally important frontier railway 
line reaching 
to

of 
Adrianople has serious import for the 
allies. 


Is it a bribe for which Bulgaria will 
open her country to the German "steam 
roller?" 


The allies fear the worst, for Bul- 
garia has emphatically stated that only 
upon the condition 
that

cede.

Macedonia territory to her will she join 
with the allies. 


This Serbia has determinedly refus- 
ed to agree to do. 


Had 
Serbia 
agreed 
and 
Bulgaria 
gone over to the allies it would have 
opened the back door to Constantinople 
and the Dardanelles would have been 
opened in short order. 


But if Bulgaria, won over by Turkey, 
aids the threatened German drive by 
warring on Serbia, the Germans 
will 
have but little difficulty in connecting 
with the Turks.

—the police do not recall which— 
and the banks declared the check 
fraudulent. So the police had to 
step in again and wrest him from 
his thirteenth

The police recalled that back in 
1907 they had the "count" locked up 
after he had married a young girl.

When the police pre- 
sented his long record as a bigamist 
to the court, he was sentenced to 
two years in the penitentiary, but 
here entered a plea that the police 
say is a "stall"—that of tuberculosis.

His arrival in a town where lived 
a prospective bride was with great 
pomp. 
Attired in a neat silk hat, 
cane and chamois gloves in handk ho 
swaggered to the hotel, followed by 
a menial carrying 
his 
new suit- 
cases. the menial having been giv- 
en the proper impression of wealth 
by a tip of large proportion. 


The tip. of course, was given with

Little Niece of Dena Baker 


Confesses That They 


Agreed to Die. 


Montpelier. Inn.. Aug. 21. The theory 


that Dena Baker, the H-ycar-old girl 
who died here Wednesday from poison- 
in", did not commit, suicide was vir- 
tually refuted by the testimony of KIsie 
McPherson Cook, 1*1 years old, who de- 
clared that she and Dena had entered 
into a pact to kill themselves because 
of mistreatment by their stepmothers. 
The Cook girl is a niece of Dena Baker 
by marriage. 
"A6 she looked for the last time on 
the face of her little playmate, who had 
tarried out her part of the death agree- 
ment, the Cook girl, between sohs, told 
her pathetic, story. 


"We both hud made up our minds to 


take carbolic acid," she said. "We never 
had a chance at home. Our stepmothers 
were mean to us and we were not al- 
lowed to play like other children. Dena 
and I had been playing together the day 
before she died and she told me then her 
stepmother had beaten her on the legs. 
She said she would take poison if I did 
and I told her I would.
